We live in a mixed economy— 
not one which is free in the gen- 
eral meaning of that word as the 
average person understands it. 
Some industries , have generous 
tax privileges. Others don’t. 


There are various 
builders, and industry. There is 
direct and indirect federal regu- 
lation of trade, commerce and fi- 
nance. There is federal aid for 
highways and urban renewal. The 
schools are public. We would not 
be building many homes for pri- 
vate occupancy if the government 
did not control the mortgage 
rates. There are almost countless 
other illustrations of how we have 
a mixture of private and gov- 
ernmental control. 


If we add it up we see that it is 
neither capitalism nor socialism. 
Our system is revealed as a prod- 
uct of necessary and admirable 
compromises, voluntarily made 
by people to meet the demands of 
changing conditions. If we had 
not acted, throughout our history, 
with such admirable common 
sense we would not now have 
the standard of living about which 
we boast. Nor would we be en- 
joying an economy which man- 
ages to employ almost 75,000,000 
persons. 


Now we—the people—are faced 
with a new and dramatic change 
—a Europe with a united econo- 
my and market. Britain soon will 
join it. We must again display 
common sense and move to ac- 
commodate ourselves to it. If we 
are confused by the slogans of 
victory will berome a_ national 
disaster.

The U.N. General Assembly again has 
upheld the U.S. position against seating 
Red China in the United Nations. 

Last year the United States kept the 
Red China issue off the U.N. agenda when 
the General Assembly voted not to take 
up the issue. This year the United States 
won with the assembly voting directly 
on whether to admit Red China, vetoing 
admission by a 48-37 vote. 

Most of the credit for the VU. S. 
victory should go to Ambassador Adlai 
Stevenson, whose patient behind-the- 
scenes work and brilliant arguments 
resulted in gains for this country’s policy. 

The battle will continue, of course, at 
the U.N. session next year.

Illegal Whisky Dealers 


Are Venders of Poison 


Arrest of 50 persons by Fulton and At- 
lanta officers on charges of dealing in il- 
legal whisky is a reminder that this evil 
still exists on a widespread scale. Despite 


a constant war against it, thousands of 
gallons of illegal poison finds its way into 
the metropolitan community every week. 

Control is difficult because it is a 
profitable business. Profits in it offset 
the risks involved in getting caught. 
State and federal revenue agents destroy 
stills every day but new ones spring up to 
take their places. The flow of poison con- 
tinues. 

Those who buy the stuff have been 
told repeatedly of the risks they them- 
selves take. Most of it is manufactured 
under incredibly unsanitary conditions. 
All remember the “Fat” Hardy case and 
the dozens who died as a result of drink- 
ing booze doctored with denatured al- 
cohol. 

One shudders to think what the situ- 
ation would be if Atlanta did not have 
legal whisky also. The present problem 
would be meager in comparison.

Goal, But Set Record 


United Appeal, combining the Red 
Cross and Metropolitan Community Serv- 
ices (Community Chest), will fail to at- 
tain its goal this year by approximately 
6 per cent. Considering that 6.8 more 
funds were raised this vear than last. the 
drive can in no sense be classified as a 
failure. It was the most successful in the 
amount contributed of any in history. 

Agencies, however, will have little if 
any more to operate on than last vear. 
This is because there are two additional 
counties in the Chest this vear and be- 
cause the funds drawn from the reserve 
to beef up last year’s budget are not 
available. 

Reelection of Virgil W. Milton as pres- 
ident, along with the naming of other 
capable executives for the Chest. assure 
a continuation of the steady growth of 
Atlanta’s efforts to finance its volun- 
teer health and welfare agencies. These 
agencies, 70 in number, do an area-wide 
job and as population grows the needs in- 
crease. 

There's still not enough money to fi- 
nance these vital services adequately. At- 
lanta lags behind other cities in its sup- 
port. Let’s begin plans now to change this 
picture next year.

It 
is hard to see what can then be 
done to prevent practically ail of 
black Africa from turning to 
Moscow. The prospects of a 
struggle between black Africa 
backed by the Soviets and white- 
dominated Africa in the south 
backed by Europe are too fright- 
ful to contemplate. 

A solution will have to be found 
by an understanding between the 


United States and its’ larger 
European allies, particularly 
Great Britain. The British are 


asking for a cease-fire in Katanga 
which is most desirable. It should 
be followed by decisive pres- 
sure on the Katanga government 
to make a deal with the central 
government of Adoula. 

It would be optimistic to look 
for much help from Gen. de 
Gaulle. As long as the position 
in Algeria and France is so crit- 
ical at home, he is likely to oo- 
struct everything abroad — the 
United Nations, NATO. the en- 
largement of the Common Mar- 
ket, and negotiations about Ber- 
lin. 

There are compelling reasons 
why the Berlin problem cannot 
be put on ice. One is that hav-

ing extracted from Khrushchev 
the willingness to negotiate an 
agreement guaranteeing access to 
West Berlin, a refusal to enter 
into such negotiations would prob- 
ably force him to sign a sepa- 


rate peace treaty with East 
Germany. 

However, it may be that if we 
follow Gen. de Gaulle, Khru- 


shchev may nevertheless not do 
anything big very soon. Why? Be- 
cause, after the erection of the 
wall, West Berlin has ceased to be 
a refuge, a showplace. The morale 
of West Berlin is deteriorating. 

Doing nothing is not a way to 
perpetuate the status quo. Do- 
ing nothing is to perpetuate a 
state of anxiety, apprehension and 
jitters. West Berliners cannot live 
in that state of anxiety indefi- 
nitely. A negotiated agreement 
guaranteeing their freedom and 
Western access is indispensable. 

We cannot make such an agree- 
ment if Gen. de Gaulle vetoes it. 
But that does not prevent us 
from finding out whether such an 
agreement can be made. If it 
cannot be made, the future of 
West Berlin is very bleak and the 
tensions of the world will mount. 
If it can be made, it will not be 
easy for Gen. de Gaulle to veto 
it, and thus to deny the anxious 
world a little relief.

Racial Problems 


Trouble British 


LONDON—The British seem more conscious 
of race problems these days than at any time 
since the war. In the last few vears, this island 


has been a magnet for Negroes in the overseas territories where eco- 


nomic conditions have been bad. 
This has obviously had an effect 
on British thinking. Newspapers 
here are full of pictures of the 
Negroes praying in the streets of 
Albany, Ga., before being herded 
off in hundreds into Georgia jails. 
What is happening elsewhere in 
the world—the rise of Africa and 
Asia, backed by Communist pow- 
er and strategy—works on the 
British racial problem at home 
just as the British racial prob- 


lem works on race questions 
abroad. 
And this seems to make the 


British not more sympathetic to 
American racial problems, but 
more critical of American pol- 
icy for going too slow with the 
American Negro and too fast with 
the African Negro. 

Katanga is the latest case in 
point. The British are genuinely 
worried about this one. They fear 
the United States and the United 
Nations may help create a situ- 
ation that will drive the white set- 
tlers from the Congo and start a 
tribal war that will get out of con- 
trol and engulf the whole of cen- 
tral Africa. 

Officials here think the US. 


the African Negroes against the 
Western whites. 

One official here put the prob- 
lem in these terms: The white 
people have had a long period of 
supremacy and are now being 
challenged by the black and yel- 
low races. This is natural and was 
probably inevitable. Just as you 
in America benefited by our in- 
dustrial revolution, and Russia 
benefited by your scientific and 
technological revolution, so Asia 
and Africa in turn will benefit by 
both. 

Our problem is to guide this 
development in the ways of free- 
dom if we can, but above all to 
unite so that we have the 
strength to withstand the pres- 
sure of races far more numerous 
than our own. 

The white nations, he continued, 
have fought two civil wars in this 
century. They cannot withstand 
another. This is one reason why 
some of us here in Britain think 
it is important to keep talking to 
the Russians.

NEW YORK — Perhaps the biggest rap against 
Dale Hall, the first football coach ever to be fired 
from West Point with still another year to go on a 
contract, is that there is no great display of emotion 
ahout him one way or the other. Neither indignation 
nor delight. It’s almost as though he coached in a 
vacuum and has departed from it. Nice guy, too bad. 


The shame of it all is that the one who succeeds Hall will walk 
through wide open doors to recruiting and a revamped dollar-free 
, football policy at The Point. 


The Cadets’ athletic board of Brig. 
¢ Richard G. Stilwell, Col. Charles 

Barrett, Col. Elvin R. Heiberg, Col. 
th R. Jannarone and Col. Emery 5. 
Adams Jr., the athletic director, for- 
mally wale recently and discussed 
three names for who's coming next and 
how they go about getting him. They 
are: 


Vince Lombardi, coach of the West- 
ern Division winning Green Bay Pack- 
ers of the NFL, who gets about $36,000 
from the pros, which is more than 
double what Army traditionally pays 
its football coach. 


Murray Warmath, whose Minnesota 
Gophers next play in the Rose Bowl, 
but who still remembers how it was 
being hung in effigy in the cold coun- 
try two years ago.

Paul Dietzel of LSU, who has a sinecure down in the Bayou 
country, but twice coached under Red Blaik at The Point as a 
frosh assistant and then as a varsity underling. 


Oddly enough, West Point can make an attractive proposition 
to all three because in the wake of three straight defeats by Navy, 
Army is jettisoning its traditional policies and has the urge to 
make muscles again the way it did in the Davis-Blanchard era. 


Hall wasn’t making polite conversation when he said Army had 
18 potential varsity players when he came in and 50 when he went 
out. The Plebe and soph classes are the best on the heights over 
the Hudson since the loose recruiting rules of World War II. 


—Kducators Little Cool to Pro Lombardi 


Soon the Cadets will be able to compete against any level of 
competition in the nation. 


The answer lies in the fact that West Point is able to get 
Academy appointments now in near unprecedented numbers. These 
have been turned over to the athletic department. The five men 
who met recently control the openings.

This is a more formidable obstacle than money, in which the 
Army A.A. is rolling. “They could pay Lombardi what he'd want 
if he'd be willing to come,’’ my source says. ‘The athletic depart- 
ment is the richest in the country, but you can’t wave a flag and 
incite the educators. Besides, after what Vince has done at Green 
Bay I doubt very much that he’d want to come back to The Point. 
He wanted to go back to the Giants last year and couldn't get out 
of his contract. Now that he’s won the Western Division again he's 
got to stay put.’ 


—Just One Must—Must Beat Navy 


The two leading candidates for all practical purposes, who were 
available before Hall was hired—‘‘from a dollar and cents stand- 
point’’—consequently are Warmath and Dietzel. 


Warmath, Coach of The Year last season and runner-up this 
year, could be the one simply because he fishes in extremely 
competitive recruiting waters at the midwest while Dietzel’s com- 
petition for a player in Louisiana is practically nil. 


Moreover, Warmath has never been particularly happy at 
Minnesota and he, too, has the advantage of having been at 
West Point under Blaik where he got to understand the cold, 
gray hearts which resided in the cold, gray buildings. When 
the brass comes to him, however, Warmath would be setting 
the terms and conditions. It makes a considerable difference. 
Always before, Army wanted somebody who understood their 
inbred standards. Now the standards have been altered. 


All but one, of course, and Hall's successor must be aware of 
t no matter how ingratiatingly the generals and colonels come to 
him, swagger stick at ease and hat in hand. 


“You can't lose the No. 1 game on the schedule without certain 
oeople becoming distressed,’ said Blaik, who would not comment 
otherwise on Hall's bloodless execution. 


“Coaching is a lonely game. No question there’s nothing as 
mvigorating when you win, but there’s nothing as lonely as a coach 
after a defeat. He really sits in solitude. When I lost to Navy it 
took me’ a full year to get over the feeling.” 


Blaik’s fortunate. Dale Hall may never get over it. At 37, his 
coaching life may be done.

When I am at home, I have to look out of a window to tell 
when it's raining.
